Summer 1974 is a time that will be remembered by many, for it 
was a season for recalling yesteryears. It was time to remember days 
of happiness with a smile and a chuckle, and also moments of 


sadness, blending nostalgic memories of days gone by with the 
present. 


It was with not just a little apprehension that the small committee 
of six women appointed by the selectmen, started the ball rolling 
when they put their ideas together and began making plans for the 
Sesquicentennial. Mid-August, the time selected by the committee 
for the observance of the town’s 150th birthday celebration, seemed 
quite a distance away that spring evening. But it wasn’t long before 
the days were galloping by as if chased by a thundering herd. 


The original six-member committee grew into a community affair 
as Burnham residents and former citizens gathered together in 
working units to prepare for the greatest celebration this small town 
of just over 800 had ever experienced. It was almost unbelievable 
that so much was accomplished in just those few short weeks. 


The 16th of August, the first of the three-day celebration, broke 
bright and beautiful. Anticipation soared as all waited for the 


evening’s program. For this was when the contests for the title of 
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Miss Red Apple Orchard and Miss Ethan Allen would end and the 
winners crowned. Happiness reigned for two young Burnham lasses 
that evening when the flower crowns were placed upon their lovely 
heads. Linda Goodblood, Miss Red Apple Orchard and Ann 
Wishart, Miss Ethan Allen were excellent representatives of their 
town. 


Festivities continued with a dance, complete with a lively band, 
held at the town hall. Thus was the start for the town’s birthday 
celebration. 


The Sesquicentennial parade started promptly at ten o’clock the 
following morning, and the day again was perfect. The floats, all 
beautifully decorated, were proof of the many hours of devoted 
service by those who worked on these projects. Countless special 
attractions and bands were interwoven with the many fire 
departments represented from the surrounding towns, making the 
parade one of the best ever seen in this area. It was estimated that 
approximately 3,000 people were here to view the spectacular parade 
and then to participate in the various activities such as the Beano 
games, firemen’s muster, the horseshoe tournament, the baking 
contest, the baby show and the baseball games, with the sky-diving 
exhibition being a great attraction. They also partook with great 
gusto of the chicken barbeque and baked bean supper to say nothing 
of the other refreshments which were available through the weekend. 


The Memory Room which overflowed with memorabilia loaned to 
the local Grange members for the occasion was loaded with nostalgic 
memories, the result of much work and research. 


The Craft Fair also was a lovely aspect of the Sesquicentennial 
where an excellent variety of crafts were displayed and also 
demonstrated. 


The weather man didn’t cooperate later in the day, however, and 
as the hour for the start of the variety show at the town hall drew 
nearer, the sky grew darker and soon a torrent of rain descended 
upon us. The beautiful setting created for the show was soaked, and 
there was a question whether or not it would be possible for the 
performance to go on. But, go on it did, in the pouring fain! Who 
can ever forget those hundreds of beautiful people standing out in 
that pelting downpour, soaked to the skin, faces smiling, hair 
streaming wet, wildly applauding every single performance? Such a 
reception cannot ever be property thanked, for words fail us. 
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On Sunday the 18th, riotous fun pervaded the lake front at 
Hersom’s Camps when the woodsman’s event took place. Ethan 
Allen opened its doors on the new addition at the local factory. The 
Bachelder Elms Nursing Home also held open house, and a golf 
tournament continued throughout the three-day celebration at 
Lakeveiw Golf Course. A day-long fishing derby the week previous to 
the Sesqui brought out many of our local fishing gentry in avid 
participation of their favorite sport. An auction also held before the 
Sesqui weekend attracted a great crowd of interested folks from near 
and far. 


The Homecoming Heritage Tea that Sunday afternoon probably 
did more to bring old friends together again than any other part of 
the celebration, for here old acquaintances were renewed as they sat 
quietly reminiscing, sipping their tea and tasting the luscious 
anniversary cake while in the background the tinkling of the piano, 
the mellow sound of the violin and the beat of the drum blended 
together in all the old favorite songs to create an atmosphere of 
pleasant hominess. 


Kiddieland was fun-time for the young fry, with prizes awarded to 
boot, and the band concert at the golf course later in the evening was 
extremely popular with the young people and some of the not so 
young, attracting hundreds of folks who listened enthusiastically to | 
the music. 


The Church program of Christian music was a satisfying and 
lovely part of the celebration, bringing a certain closeness to those 
who participated and those who listened. The Sesquicentennial 
celebration was brought to a fitting and bang-up conclusion with a 
grand display of fireworks, which were viewed by hundreds of 
people. 


The success of the Burnham Sesquicentennial was dependent 
upon the willingness of its people to work together. There is no 
question whatsoever that the willingness was there along with an 
eager determination to make Burnham’s 150th birthday one that 
would be remembered for many years to come!

LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


TO THE CITIZENS OF BURNHAM: 


In submitting this annual Town Report, we have endeavored to 
present a brief summary of all accounts and financial conditions of 
the Town of Burnham for the Fiscal Year ending February Sth, 
1975. 


For the first time in several years, the Town books were closed 
without borrowing money. Part of this success was due to moving the 
Interest date on unpaid taxes back to December Ist and the full 
cooperation of all Town Officials. 


Construction of the Horseback Road leading from Twitchell’s 
Corner to Pittsfield has been completed. An additional amount of 
money has been requested under Article 18 (tarring roads) in this 
years budget to tar the remainder of this road. 


All State Aid Roads in the Town of Burnham were re-surfaced 
this past summer and guardrails were installed along the hazardous 
points by the Old Dump Site. 


The Selectmen’s Office at the Municipal Building has been 
remodeled and the Vault is nearly completed. 


Four positions have been approved under the C.E.T.A. Program 
(Comprehensive Employment and Training Act). This is a 15 week 
program which is Federal Funded. (Labor only). Work began March 
3rd repairing and painting’ the inside of the Reynold’s Corner 
Municipal Building and it is hoped that during this 15 week 
program that we will be able to paint and repair the outside of the 
Old Town Halland any other miscellaneous jobs that are needed. A 
Late Article has been placed in this year’s Town Warrant to raise 
money for supplies. We hope you will support this program. 


An Eastern Maine Selectmen and Planning Board Association has 
been formed in Waldo County and meetings are being held every two 
weeks. The purpose of this Association is to try to maintain 
Governmental Control of our small towns as much as possible. Too 
many laws are being passed by the Legislature that are very 


detrimental to our small towns and are creating a greater tax 
burden. 


From present information received at this time, there are not any 
allotments in the Governors proposal for Town Road Improvement 
or Snow Removal Refunds on Town Ways. Unless the Legislature 
takes action against his proposal, this will mean a loss of over $4,000 
to the Town of Burnham. 


The Town’s 150th Anniversary Celebration was a great success 
showing a profit of over $1200. The Selectmen wish to thank the 
Committee members and all Burnham Residents and former 
citizens for their help and support in making this one of the greatest 


celebrations a small town ever had. Now let’s look forward to 
making our Bi-Centennial a successful celebration.

FIRE CHIEF'S REPORT 


During the past year, we answered a total of 30 calls which were as 
follows: 

Barn, 3; Grass, 9; Chimney, 4; House, 5; Lost Persons, 2; Car 
Fires, 2; Camps, 3; Accident, 1; False Alarms, 1. 


Of this total, 12 have gone down as suspected arson. 


Some new and used equipment has been purchased during the 
year. An oxygen breathing apparatus has been acquired, also a base 
radio for the station and two portables for outside work. This radio 
can be used for communications not only in our own department but 
also with other ones. We will be able to use it also for other 
emergencies. An application for the license has been applied for 
protective clothing for the firemen have also been acquired. 


Two of the firemen have attended a 51 hour course in advanced 
First Aid and emergency care which will help not only the firemen 
but also the citizens of the town in case the situation arises. 


They have also joined the Unity Ambulance Corp. as ambulance 
attendents. 


Following is a copy of a letter which we received from the 
Insurance Services Office of Maine on October 4, 1974 in reference 
to an inspection they did on September 12, 1974. This deals with 
getting a reduction in insurance rates within a 3 mile radius of the 
fire station. 


It reads as follows: 


October 4, 1974 


Chief Lyle Chadwick 
Burnham, Maine 04922 


Re: Town of Burnham 
Fire Department 


Dear Chief: 


As a result of our inspection of September 12, 1974, we make the 
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following recommendations: 


(1) Remove the existing furnace from the apparatus area or 
provide an 18” masonry vapor barrier around the furnace. 


(2) Provide mechanical protection for the exposed fuel oil line. 


(3) Have licensed master electrician check the wiring to insure 
proper fusing. 


(4) Provide 24 hour coverage for the steam whistle at the mill. 
(We have written Burnham Manufacturing Co.). 


(S) Provide additional 400’ of 2'2” hose for Engine 1. 


Recommendation 1 is to prevent gasoline vapors from becoming 
ignited by the station heating device. Relocation of the furnace to a 
separate room with an outside entrance or a masonry dike-type wall 
18” high around the existing furnace (providing the cold air return 
is over 18’ above the floor) will provide sufficient protection. 


There exists the possibility of our recognizing your fire department 
if the most critical of the above recommendations are complied with 
(No’s. 1 & 4).

International truck. It is hoped that this will be completed and in 
operation by spring as this truck will be kept at Robert Raven’s 
again this summer, the same as it was last. By so doing we will have a 
good piece of fire fighting equipment at the head of the Pond 
section. 


We have got other projects going and as soon as they are 
completed, we will let the people know about them. 


Do to the rising costs we are not able to do some of the things 
which we would like to do. 


At this time, I would like to thank the residents of the Town of 
Burnham for their support of the Fire Department. I am sure that in 
time we will be one of the better small departments in the State.

In my opinion, the accompanying comparative balance sheet and 
related statements of operation and unappropriated surplus present 
fairly the financial position of the Town of Burnham, Maine, and the 
results of the financial operation for the year then ended, in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on 
a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

COMMENTS 


TOWN OF BURNHAM, MAINE 
FEBRUARY 6, 1973 TO FEBRUARY 5, 1974 


Scope of Audit: 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 


handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
cash was made and reconciled with the records at audit date. 
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Records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation were used to 
verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax 
collections were verified with the copies of receipts retained by the 
tax collector. Trust fund transactions were examined. Surety bond 
- coverage was reviewed. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was 
checked. 


Records of town meetings as pertained to financial matters were 
checked. 


Departmental Operations: 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $7,372.91 was lapsed to surplus, per the 


following summary. 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $10,688.21 
Overdrafts 3,315.30 
Net Unexpended Balance $7,372.91 


The unexpended balances in the overlay, snow removal and sanding 
accounts, less overdrafts in various accounts were the major factors 
contributing to the amount lapsed. The townspeople voted to apply 
unexpended balances to overdrafts. 

General: 


Transfer from excise tax revenue for specific current year operations 
was authorized by the townspeople. 


The examination of the town clerks record of town meetings revealed 
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that the original warrant calling the 1972 town meetings had been 
defaced. 


The review of the record of the doings of the 1972 town meeting and 
information furnished by the municipal officers indicated that errors 
existed in the record. These records should be corrected in 
accordance with the provisions of the statutes. 


The town clerk should have all officials sworn to their respective 
offices and record certificates of oath. 


Personal and poll taxes outstanding for the 1967 through 1972 years 
totaled $1,572.24. The municipal officers should see that 
appropriate action is taken to collect these taxes. 


The examination of road payrolls indicates that the road 
commissioner is paying his employees and vendors, and in turn 
billing the town. 


All road department employees should be listed on the payroll by 
name, as well as materials purchased and supported by an invoice, 
and payment should be made by the town treasurer on proper 
approval of the municipal officers.

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


TO THE CITIZENS OF BURNHAM: 


In submitting this Annual Town Report, we have endeavored to 
present a brief summary of all accounts and financial conditions of 
the Town of Burnham for the fiscal year ending February 5, 1976. 


The Selectmen have been informed by the Department of 
Transportation that the State Aid Road Construction on the Win- 
necook Road will be commencing sometime this coming summer 
(1976). In Article 29 of the Annual Town Warrant, you will see that 
we are recommending that you raise 3 units plus anticipating 3 units 
for 1977. The Selectmen and the Department of Transportation feel 
that by doing this we will have enough funds to complete the Town 
Farm Hill. 


The C.E.T.A. Program has proven to be very successful in our 
Town. Some of the work accomplished by the workers was, cleaning 
up our Highways, mowing and cleaning the Cemeteries and com- 
pletely remodeling and installing a new kitchen in the Municipal 
Building. It is not definite that the C.E.T.A.workers will be available 
again this summer, but if so, to assure that we have the supplies to 
work with, we are asking that you appropriate $2,000.00 for this 
program. 


There are several appointments the Selectmen have to make each 
year. This past year it was nearly impossible to find enough in- 
terested citizens to fill these appointments. After Town Meeting this 
year, the Selectmen will be advertising for persons to fill the 
necessary positions, most of which require very little time. We are 
asking that anyone interested to please submit their names to the 
Selectmen. 


The Selectmen and a representative from Central Maine Power 
Co. have reviewed the Street Lighting in Burnham and are 
recommending that we replace the 28 old lights with 14 of the new 
type lights. By placing the 14 new lights in the most hazardous spots 
in Town, we feel that the Street Lighting will be sufficient. 
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The Selectmen have requested the Department of Transportation 
to determine if there is a need for the Signal Light located on Rt. 100 
and the Troy-Canaan Road Intersection. If they determine there is a 
need, they will take over all cost to maintain and operate the light.

Any appointment made by the Selectmen is null and void until the 
papers of the appointee have been recorded with the Town Clerk. 
Therefore, Burnham, has been without a Civil Defense Director and 
a Captain of the local Fire Department in 1975. 


Lists of unlicensed dogs were submitted to Constables, Joseph 
Morra Jr. and Marshall Howes in July. One Constable completed his 
list in ten days and returned his Dog Warrant in October.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Fires for the 1975-76 year included the following: 


House, 8; Car, 1; Grass, 6; Chimney Fires, 10; Accident, 1; Plant 
Fires, 3; Barn, 1; Out of Town, 2; Miscellaneous, 1. Of these, nine 
(9) were listed as of suspicious origin. 


I am happy at this time to announce that 2 Members of the Fire 
Department, Joseph Morra and myself, have passed the National 
Registry and are Registered Emergency Medical Technicians. 


Also this past year two more Fire Department Members along with 
their wives took and passed the advanced First Aid and Emergency 
Care Course. This brings to date a total of nine (9) who have com- 
pleted the course. It is hoped in time that all Members will be able to 
take it. With this type of training the average emergency can be dealt 
with. 


New training schedules have been set up so that by the end of 
another year it is hoped that all of the Firemen will be trained in all 
types of fire fighting plus some rescue and emergency service work. 
It is only thru continued work and training that a department can 
keep getting better. 


It is hoped that the Town will see fit to vote in favor of a new Fire 
Station at Reynolds Corner. With trucks stationed here the response 
time to a fire in this section of town would be much less. We must 
also remember that quite a large amount of our tax dollars comes 
from this part of town. 


We have acquired a base radio for the station and a new mobile 
radio for one truck. They will be in operation as soon as our license 
comes thru.

Scope of Audit: 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 


handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
cash was made and reconciled with the records at audit date. 
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Records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation were used to 
verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax collections 
were verified with the copies of receipts retained by the tax collector. 
Trust fund transactions were examined. Surety bond coverage was 
reviewed. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was 
checked. 


Records of town meetings as pertained to financial matters were 
checked. 


Departmental Operations: 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended
